away from her if she did not tell the 
truth. 


District Attorney Cropsey, of Brook- 


lyn, proposed to take measures today 
for the appointment of n commission to 
determine the sanity of the woman. She 
is only 24 years old and has been an 
attendant in the hospital for the lust 
ten months, since her baby was born. 
Of recent years she is said to have 
lived a life of uncertain habits. 


The detectives and in fact (he coroner 


do not believe the woman is in her right 
mind. She would take, her baby in her 
lap, coo to it and mutter: ''I'll give 
you a dose nnd I'll take R dose." 


The magistrate later decided that the 


Ankers woman could not have her baby 
with her. Before she was tuken to prison 
the hospital attendants repudiated her 
confession made to the detective last 
night, saying that she had made the 
statement to save t.hc doctors and nurses 
of the hospital from disgrace.

more earnest attention from the Judge'of the court, than this'work. It oip'hl • 
lever to be committed to a substitute, unless absolutely necessary. We have a 
aw, however, that permits the Circuit Judge to appoint a probate commissioner 
vhen there is such a press of business in his court, that he cannot give proper 
attention to these matters. Our Circuit Court, some, years ago. did make an 
order, that such a necessity existed; and appointed Mr. Jacob Bittinger as the 
probate commissioner; at his deati in 1904, the present Commissioner was ap- 
lomted. I see no reason why.the probate commissioner should be continued - If 
I am elected, I will assume the burdens and do the work that is now Veins-done 
by the probate commissioner, until,the number of civil cases, brought in that 
court, has at least doubled. This would save to the taxpjwc'rs of the county 
more than $3,600.00, during the next term of oflice 


One of our papers very wisely remarked the other day that delays in the 


trial of cninmal causes were one of the reasons why so many crimes'wcrcfconi- 
mittcd. tvery man charged with crime, should have a fair trial.

BIG BEVY IS SEIZED 


Lawrence, Mass., Feb. 24.—Contrary to 


the orders issued by the civil und mili- 
tary authorities, prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of children of the striking textile 
mill opcratives,"an unsuccessful attempt 
was made today by the strike commit- 
tee of the Industrial Workers 'of the 
World to send a party of thirty children 
to Philadelphia. 
Before the police and 


militiamen could prevent the attempt 
several heads wore broken by tho clubs 
of the oTTiccra, a, number of men wcrei 
arrested, and all the children, .whose 
ages ranged from 4' to 14 rears, were 
taken into custody. 


In order to discourage any possible 


attempt on the part of the strikers to 
rescue the children, four companies of in- 
fantry and a squad of cavalry surround- 
ed the railroad station -when the children 
were taken into custody.

was taken as a result of the order issued 
last, Saturday by Col. Swcetser, com- 
mander of the militia doing patrol duty 
here, forbidding tlie exportation of' addi- 
tional parties of children to other cities 
without permission of the parents.

Dr. Tom Jays Tells How the 


Stunt is Employed to 


Attract Crowds. 


FINDS IT A SUCCESS 


Philadelphia, 1'cb. 24.—Tom Jays, M. 


1)., of the London Church ^Missionary so- 
ciely, in an address (o University 
of 


Pennsylvania students, told them of the 
great opportunity for service in the for- 
eign mission field and many of his own 
interesting experiences. 


Dr. Jays is an Englishman who has 


given big life lo the medical 
mission 


work in Africa. In his talk he told how 
he and his friends often -gathered 
a', 


crowd of native Africans about them, 
by doing tricks on bicycles in the squares 
of the villages and cities. At times, he 
sa'ul, as many as , 5,000 
would cnnyd 


around to see the missionaries ride, and 
some of the preachers and physicians 
have become experts. 


When the missionaries hare .gathered 


the people abiwt. them -.they tell them' 
something aboiH Jesus Christ. 
While 


the acts'draw the crowds for big-mags 
meetings, it is through medicine and edu- 
cation that tlic.pjsople of Africa are most 
easily reached by the.missionaries. Dr. 
Jays spoke simply, but his talk was one. 
of the best that has been given .from 
the. .Houston',liirippulpit in some time. 
He -pleaded for. medical missionaries. 


•'The churches: too. often, think,"' he 


said,- "that God" has more concern with 
this part of: the-world 'tlwn :wilh any 
other. 
And-yet lie.-etiine to gave vlic 


whole -world. "The--center of Africa is 
only twelve days' distant from America. 


"The greatest need us'for medical mis- 


sionaries; In the'city of Buffalo there 
are more men and . women physicians 
than in all of Africa. -And yet the need 
there'is so-much-greater. 'The-natives 
kuow nothing about their bodies. In all' 
the time I was in Africa I only saw two 
operations done by iiative surgeons. One 
of these .was 'cupping'- from- -inflamed 
parts of the body and the.second was-an 
operation on'the eye,

causes the patient'to' lose.his sight. ••«"-'.- 


"They have -some very- good medicines, 


but have ho' knowledge-of .hdw-si'they' 
should be used;' -They-will<tnke.:a bucket-, 
fill as readily as a teaspoonf-ul.'

When the woman appeared at the El- 


iott home she was heavily veiled and 


was carrying a basket of apples. She 
handed the basket to Mrs.'Elliott, say- 
ing this applet had been sent bv Boiiie 
neighbors. As Mrs. Elliott accepted the 
basket she saw it contained :i wrench, 
some matches and » small glass can of 
kerosene. 


She asked the woman why the wrench 


was in the basket and tho latter replied 
that it belonged to her. As she ac- 
cepted the wrench she began beating 
Mrs.. Elliott over the head with it, but 
the latter grappled with her assailant 
until thu woman fled as help was no 
hand. As she left the house she drop- 
ped a flashlight, but the police have 
been unable to u«e it to any advantage 
in their investigation.
